The development sf agriculture in 
the dryer section* of Tex**, coupled 
w.th the general demand for protein- 
producing crop*, ha* called for a leg 
ume which 1* adapted to th s dry, hot 
climate and which will at the sam* 
time respond profitably to irrigation 
where the same is practicable. 
The 
Tepary Bean promises to answer this 
need. 
It has been grown successfully, 
both by dry-farming and by irrigation, 
along the Rio Grande as far south aa 
the lower valley.
